An electric meter reader, employ- 
ed by the China Light and Power 
Co. Ltd., appeared at the Kowloon 
Magistracy, this morning, charged 
with obtaining a sum of $10 under 
the pretext that he had been autho- 
rised to. collect the money on he- 
half of, the Company. :

The money was paid but no reply 
was ever received from the Com- 
pany, with the result that a report 
was made .and the defendant 
arrested.

collect money for the company and 
had not accounted for the $10. 

In his ‘defence, the accused 
elaimed that he handed the money 
to his cousin with the request that 
it Be paid to the Company's office 
at Hok Un, 

The defendant’s cousin, called, 
said that he wag given the $10 but 
as he failed to find the Company’s 
offices, he had retained the money 
which he now produced in Court. 

His Worship, on being informed 
that the defendant would be dis- 
missed hy the Company, bound the 
defendant over to keep the peace 
for six months, '

Tn reaching the decision to re-]:

yesterday, Messrs. Vickers’ directors 
had the advice of Mr. F. Dudley 
Docker, a director of the London 
Joint City and Midland Bank, Mr. 
Reginald MeKenna, and Sir 
William Plender, whose recommen- 
dations include, besides a recons- 
tijuted directorate, the establish- 
ment of three management boards, 
one of which will contro] the in- 
dustrial section of the business and

will control the armaments and 
shipbuilding side, and the third be 
a finance board’ : 

These advisers consider the) 
causes of the situation of Vickers 
to be the general trade depression, 
depreciation ofiforeign exchanges, 
and reduced earning capacity of the 
company’s works, which is attribu- 
table te a world reduction of arma- 
ment expenditure-and the home pro- 
duction of armaments ‘by foreign 
countries, 4s well as the decline of 
shipbuilding, foreign competition in 
the world,’ markets, financial 
stringency, and political unrest’ in 
Europe, which hag restricted the 
giving of credit and. retarded 
schemes of ‘development. * 

Tac advisera add that in carrying 
out a postiwar sound policy and 
changing from ‘swords to plough- 
shares, the management, lacked the 
special experience required to 
direct a large and varied industrial 
undertaking. .The advisers, at the 
requést of the Board, have agreed 
to act fn a consultative capacity 
pntil the three management boards 
are working. 

The newspapers congratulate 
Vickers on their bold reconstruction 
step, which must sooner or later be

panies if they wish to recover even 
a modest degree of their past pros- 
perity.

EUROPEAN Y.M..A. 
" SECRETARY EXPLAINS 
* OBJECTS. 


There ‘was an {nformal gather- 
Ing of members of the “new Euro- 
‘pean Y.MLC.A. at Kowloon’ [ast 
‘night when the Secretary; Mr, J..H, 
Hunt held a reception. The: ob- 
ject of the gathering’ was to enable 
the members to become acquainted 


“| with ench other, and’ also'to give: 


the Secretary an opportunity of 
cutlining to the members the 
Association’s aims and the work it 
is intended to do at. Kowloon. 

Mr. Hant explained’: that the 
Y.M.C.A. was thought by some 
people to be an -association com- 
posed of elderly people, but it. was 
interesting to note that. it was 
started by a young man of 28 years 
of age. He was omployed in a 
workshop, and one night he. dis- 
cussed with a friend how he could 
help his felléw workers: | The 
Y.MLG.A, started from’ that discus- 
sion, the young man gathering 
round him a few ‘other young 
men of various religious denamina- 
tions. 

The first: headquarters of the 
Y.ALC.AL were in an-upper room 
of a London lodging house and the 
Association Started with a dozen 
members. From that small begin- 
ning the Associatian had grown, 
until. to-day there were over two 
million members, and. the Associa- 
tion had property- all. over the 
world’ valued at £6,000,000, 


More Than a Club. 


Mr. Hunt explained that the 
Association was a club, and they 
wanted to make it the best elub in 
Hongkong.- It was more than a 
club, however, and they wanted 
all the members to show .a spirit 
of loyalty and to be enthusiastic 
about it. Generally | English- 
men were placid people and 
did not.evince a great deal of 
enthusiasm. He appealed ta the 
members to be interested in the 
Association and to work together 
in the true team spirit. 

He explained thas the symbol of 
the Association was a_ triangle 
stunding on its apex. The three

Mr, Lensk, outlining tho case, * ‘sald 
the company waa a firm of commis- 
sion agents, and ‘defendant was om- 
ployed by thom’ ag salesman. ~ In 
May of this year.a consignment. cou- 
Jsisting of-oil and sugar arrived. Ip 
cases. wherr goods camo from’: the 
outports, the bill of Inding * was hand. 
ed over to one of the salesmen. In 
this instance the---bill of Inding 
was given to the defendant, and 
it waa his duty to go to the ship, 
get delivery and sce. that the, goods 


wero atored in the godown. Theof 


prosecution: alleged that ho, took the 
oil nnd not the sugar. 


Shortly afterwards a civil action 
was started by one of tho partnera 
in the firm, and the hooks were sent 
to the Receiver. The action was 
settled and, the books were re- 
turned. Oue of the partners went 
through the books, ono of which wag 
kept hy the defendant and the other 
by the accountant. On examining 
the: book kept by the defendant ‘he 
noticed the entry concerns the 
sugar. : 


Writ for Wrongtul Arrest, 


He was particularly interested in 
the item rs the price given was 86.70 
por picul. Ho asked the defendant 
who was the buyer of the sugar, and 
he said he would try and find out. 
The accountant could find no trace 


of the item in his book. 


Chan In-sang, a managing” partner 
in the firm, bore out the opening 
statement in evidence, and said he 
told the accountant-to try and trace 
the item of the sugar but he failed: 
to do so. ‘When witness asked de- 
fendant about the sugar ho denied 
all knowledge of it’ Later defendant 
said that the sugar had been handed 
oyer to the shop coolie and when he, 
in turn, was questioned, ho said the 
sugar had been sold. 


There was no‘record in the firm’s 
books of the money having been re- 
eoived for the sugar. Cross-examin- 
ed by Mr. McCallum, witness admit— 
ted that he had reecived two writs, 
one claiming $1,000 for 
the shop coolic, He admitted that 
he gave-information on oath’ for the 
arrest of the defendant.,

CHINA'S STUDENTS. 


VACCINATION WITH 
POLITICAL “ PASTE." 


Tho students in Shanghai and 
elsewhere appear to be resurhing 
their activities, states the North- 
China Daily News. Two re- 
prosentatives “of the Kacichow 
Students’ Union arrivod hero a 
couple of days ago for the pur- 
pose of “investigating the tragedy 
of May 30." As soon as thoy 
havo collocted sufficient ovidence, 
they will leave for Canton to in- 
vestigate tho Shumeen case, after 
which they will go to Peking. 
According to a statement which 
they made as soon as news 
of the affair reached Kueichow, 
some 30,000 students held a pro- 


- | cession as a protest against the 


incidents. - : 

Poking students are taking 
active steps “to deal with the 
authorities.” According to tho 
vernacular press, the principal of 
the Peking Arts Colloge was 
forcibly driven from the college 
premises, and tho president of 
the University of Communica- 
tions was compelled to leave the 
institution and a student execu- 
tive committee was formed to 
govern and administer the un- 
iversity. A+ professor of the 
Girls" Normal College in the 
capitu] was reported to have been 
kidnapped by the students” and 
his whereabouts ore still un- 
known. ; 

Students unions in Hohan are 
reported to he getting bolder each 
day as their illegal activities are 
being encouraged by .. the 
militarists. With the outbreak of 
hostilities between Fengtion and 
the Allied forces, they de- 
nounced the Fengtien ,clique, 
says the Chinose press, and, not 
satisfied with this they "per- 
suaded” the Kuominchun_army 
under the command of the Tupan, 
Gon. Yoh Wei-chun, to fight for 
tho welfare of the people. As soon 
as war was declared with Fong- 
tien the students demanded that 


the soldiers should in no way dis-}- 


turb.the people, who should be 
granted cortain rights and liber- 
ties and assisted to form a real re- 
publican government “to: fopre-| 
gent the real sentiment of the 
people.” A bureau’was started 
for. political -propaganda. with 
branches. in, edch school. With 
these bureaux it was hoped to 
vaccinate the people with politic- 
al.“ paste" and so annihilate the 


‘twicked militarists and fight for. 


the welfare of tho people. It was 
also proposed to start propaganda, 
agencies ambng the troops and 
the number of labourers ‘have 
been engaged to do this work.

GIANT MOTOR SHIP. 
LARGEST SINGLE DECK SHIP 
IN THE WORLD. 


| The largest single-deck ship in 
the world, and one of the largest 
motor ships afloat, is the British- 
built vessel’ Silurian, whieh has 
just completed her first year at 
sea. She is a most remarkable 
ship, for though displacing 14,650 
tons and carrying 10,500 tons of 
cargo, she has. a draught of less 
than 26 ft. : 3 

Stevedores everywhere have 
been loud in thetr praise of her 
design on account of the extreme 
ease with which her cargo’can be 
handled. She has five immense 
holds and six hatches. One of the 
holds is nearly half the length of 
the vessel (which is 430 ft.). 
Another is reached through a 
gigantic hateh measuring no less 
than 56 ft. by 24 ft, which is very 
useful for outsize cargo such as 
locomutives, bulky machinery, ete. 
Another hold is in the form of a 
tank, so that, a proportion of the 
eurgo can be ail or other liquid 
when required. 

Although this enormous ship 
does 10/4 knots on. service, her 
engines are comparatively small. 
They are two 1,250. bhp. Geylin- 
der Beardmore-Tost Diesel units, 
made and installed by ‘William 
Beardmore & Co., Ltd., the famous 
shipbuilders and engineers, of 
Glasgow. a : 

‘Beardmore-Tosi engines have 
proved among the most cloquent 
missionaries in the cause of the 
oil engine for marine propulsion, 
and nowhere more so than in-the 
case of the Silurian. Her oil 
consumption is 10% tons per day 
for all purposes; under similar 
conditions a. steamer would con- 
sume 48 tons of coal. Add to this 
the saving in machinery space, 
personnel and engine-room ‘ex- 


penses, and it is easily seen which ]- 


system is the more profitable. * 
Tke Silurian carries 560 tons 
of oil, “enough to keep her dt sea 
for 50 days. There is not an 
ounce of steam nor a boiler aboard 
ship, all auxiliary services being 
eleetrie, from dynamos driven by 
smaller engines of the same 
Beardmore-Tosi type.

BROKEN’ BRANCH. 


RUSSIAN PEASANT STARTS 
LEGAL FIGHT, » 


The dictum of one of Dickens 
characters thatthe law is a hass” 
sometimes seems to’ find con- 
firmation in the ptoletarian courts 
of the Sovict Union. A rather 
striking case in which an attompt 
to carry out all the legal regula-: 
literally resulted in an 
enormous waste of time and 
energy recently occurred in a@& 
village near Moscow. 

One of the'poor peasants of the 
village’ went into the forost and 
broke off a decayed branch for 
firewood. Unfortunately for the 
peasant a forester caught him in 
the act of brouking off the branch. 
Although the forester recognized 
that the branch wWas quite use- 


‘loss, he folt that the law against 


tuking wood from the forest must 
be up-held, so he haled the pea- 
sant with the branch to the 
villaga soviet. Here several other 


peasants were called away from}. * 


their work to serve as witnesses 
and to assist in preparing a long 
report on the case, to be submit-. 
ted te the court, 


‘Then a forestry expert was 
called in to appraise the value of 
the broken: branch.- He pro- 
nounced it worthless, and set a 
nominal value of 1 kopeck (halfa 
cent.), .Then the case came to 
court. By this time protests 
could already be heard against 
devoting so much time and atter- 
tion to the case of the broken 
branch; but the head of the court 
insisted that “revaltionary legal- 
ity ” must be preserved, and’ that 
they must go throwgh with tho 
case to the bitter end. 


Ultimately the court fined the 
peasant 3 kopecks, threo times 
the value of the broken branch. 
But the affair did not end.at this 
point. Somchow the case came 
to. the attention of ‘a higher 
official, who decided that the 
the peasant should not have been 
prosecuted at all. Because he 
was’ a poor peasant without a 
horse, and because ho had » son 
in thearmy, he jshould have en- 
joyed special priviloges in gather- 
ing wood. Ori these grounds the 
official ruled that the fine should 
be cuncelled. * 

But it is no simple miatter to 
gel a fine cancelled in Russia, 
even though the amount involved 
moy.be only 3 kopecks. 
higher. official's decision meant 
filing new papors and applications, 
and at last accounts the peasant 
was still writhing in the legal 
meshes which he had unwittingly 
wound about himssif when he 
took what seemed to be a promis- 
ing piece of firowood.

The Spy Scare. 


Now that the ‘true fucts are 
coming to light in connection 
with the arrest of Miss Marthe 
Moreuill, in Paris, on charges of 
espoinage in the interests of Great 
Britain, it would appear that a 
great deal of fuss has been made 
over_a. very insignificant thing. 
Reports from Paris say that nots 
vestige of incriminating evidence 
has been found and the British 
Embassy has given official denial 
to the nilegation that the woman 
was in any way in touch with the 
British Government. Further, 
the French Under Secretary for 
Air has asserted that the informa- 
tion being sought by her was 
public property and that, in any 
case, the British Air Ministry 
could have abtained it officially 
and withont recourse to “ spies.’ 
The whole uffair has unfortunate- 
ly been exaggerated and has 
doubtless tended to lessen con- 
fidence between the two peoples, 
although it is comforting to finda 
responsible newspaper like the 
ntreasigeunt deprecating a tragic 
view of the matter. “‘Eyvory im- 
portant country in the world has 
its secret servico’and Britain is 
not an exception, but it comes as 
something like ashock to ordinary 
people to be told in peace times 
of spies and arrests; and éepoindge 
charges, No-one likes a> spy, 
although. not «a few brave’ and 
loyal men volunteered during the 
war for extremely hazardous duty 
out of the firing line in places 
where discovery invariably meant 
death. Between two friendly 
nations such as Britain and 
France it is other than desirable 
that thore should be public 
scundals connected with espoin- 
age and there will be very general 
and widespread relief by the 
official reassuring announcements 
on both ides.

ABOUT APPENDICITIS, 


(BY DR. HUGH 8. CUMMING), 


Many people consider appendi- 
citis as 4 comparatively new 
djsease, an ailment that up to a 
generation ago was not heard of. 

| Appendicitis is us old as the 
human race, It was simply known 

by another name, or aather by a 

variety of other names, before it 

was diseovered thut the little 
organ called the.appendix was 
causing all the trouble. 

The first aecurate and definite 
deseription of this disease was 
given . by Dr. Reginald Fitz of 
Boston in 1886. Previous to that 
time the medical profession did 
not regard the appendix as.the 
seat of any,dangerous disease. 

It is perfectly true that before 
1886 abscesses, due to diseuse of 
the appendix; had been opened 
and drained,- but the appendix 
had ngt been removed. and the 
operation did not involve any ex- 
tensive opening of the body cavity. 
In 1885, however,, an operation 
for appendicitis was performed, 
an appendix removed, and the 
| patient lived until 1919, in no way. 
affeeted by the removal of that 
organ. 

In- order that Fou may under- 
stand something of the nature of 
appendicitis, it is first neeessary 
that: you know something about 
the appendix. * You should know 
that man is one of the few animals 
Vhaving a vermiform’ appendix. 

_ We do not know that it has any 

useful function. It has been cal- 
Jied a rudimentary organ. Some 
people believe it. is simply an 
organ that -has deteriorated from 
Jack of use, until it is now. but a 
vestige of a once active and im- 
portant part of the body. 

‘The yvermiform appendix is a 
finger-like appendage about three 
inches in length and a quarter of 
an inch diameter, having a: canal 
running throughout “its ‘entire 
Jength. [Ht is situated at the end 
of the cecum, or large intestine, 
just below the point where the 
shall intestine opens inte the 
hurge intestine, It is found ‘in 
the léwer right” side of the ab- 
domen, Somttimes it is shorter 
than three inches, and specimen: 
have been: found that were be- 
tween six und 11 inches in length. 

About 1886, the year in. whieh 
the appendix was first recognized 
as the seat of various diseases of 


tthe. vabdomen,—the - ireat—-French 


bacteriologist, Louis Pasteur, was 
conducting -his studies * of the 
causes of the disease. He found 
that living germs were responsible 
for many infections of the human 
Ledy and proved that germs were 
the agents which caused disease. 

_ The discoveries of Pasteur were 
taken advantage of by Lister, the 
father of modern: surgery, who 
applied ,his principles of clean- 
liness and strict asepties {o all 
operations,” and revolutionized 
surgery., 

Previous to this time surgical 
operations were attended with 
great risks because of the infee- 
tion which set in after the opera- 
tion. Now, however, these infee- 
tions have ceased. to appear and 
surgery has been brought to a 
stage that is comparatively safe. 

The germs which cause appen- 
dicitis may enter the appendix 
through the blood .er through 
the intestines, with which 
the appendix is ‘connected. Ap- 
parently these“ germs may 
originate in distant parts of the 
body, in the tonsils, in bad teeth. 
or in the stema¢h. 

The structure of, the appendix 
is such that it favors infection. 
There is a yreat deal’ of tissue 
which may casily become swollen. 
thus shutting off the canal’ and:

Sir 
Joseph says that this is because 
the electrons, are moved ‘out into 
larger orbits. This, he says, 
throws the tube of force into a

The quantum theory matehes 
up with this theory because such 
a ring for force would contain a 
definite amount of energy. 

Sir Joseph says it also matehes 
up with the wave theory because 
these rings would be of different 
diameter and that the so-called 
wave length is only the diameter 
of the ring of force.

“RETURN TO LIFE.” 


"REVIVED FIVE MINUTES 
‘AFTER DEATH. 


A report of a caye of return to 
life after death was made at a re- 
cent session of the Eastern Society’ 
of Anesthetists. at the Adelphia 
Hotel, Philadelphia. 


The seasion, following the hold- 
Ing of several clinics at the New: 
Samaritan, Jefferson, Hahnomann 
and Women's College Hospitals, 
brought out the importance of 
mathematics in determining opera.’ 
tive and anesthesia risks, as an 
ald in forecasting impending shock 
long before the signs appear. 


Toward the close of the season, 
Dr. E. I. McKesson, of Toledo, ° 
O.; caused a mild discussion by 
stating that, prior to leaving 
Toledo to.attend the mectings here, 
ke had succeeded in bringing back 
to life a patient who had been 
dead for five minutes. 


“As I walked into the operating 
room I noticed that a patient, 
about to undergo a serious opdra- 
tion, showed all the signs of im- 
pending denth. The surgeon was 
about to inject salt solution. In 
the meantime breathing had stop- 
ped. We began the administra- 
tion “of oxygen. Five minutes 
after death had set in she began 
to breathe. She had been bleed- 
ing profusely. from a hemmor- 
rhage,” 


The interrupted operation then .* 


proceeded, he stated, and a large 
quantity of salt solution was inject 
ed and a return to consciousness 
following: the opa-ation ensued, 
She died five hours later while a 
search for a suitable donor ‘for 1 
blood transfusion was in‘ progress.

CURE FOR RICKETS. 


MAKING BONES GROW HARD. 


Rickets, one of the aa serious 
diseases of early childhood has 
been conquered, says a Home con- 
temporary. Two methods for the 
prevention and cure of rickets 
have been discovered. Rickets is | 
a failure of the bones of the body 
to grow hard. . : 

In normal children, the soft 
bones become hardened through. 
the deposit of -mineral matter, 
shiefly calcium phosphate in the 


cells of the bones. This has been 
known for a long time. It was 
obvious at onec, therefore, that 
children with rickets must bo 
given a diet rich in enlelum and: 
phosphorus. 

But it was found that  some- 
thing was wrong with the internal 
reactions of the child with rickets 
so that his bones failed to absorb 
the mincral matter. Now it has 
been discovered. that either the 
feeding of cod-liver ol] or the ex- 
posing of the ‘child to ultraviolet 
radiation will cure. and provent 
rickets. 


This discovery has openéd up 4 
new line of research which may 
lead to even more amazing discov- 
eries. 


’ Beientists want to know why a 

dose of cod-liver oil should have 
the same ‘effect ag ultra-violet 
rays. Accordingly experiments 
have been undertaken to study. 
cod-liver oil. It is now believed 
that reaction focs ‘on when cod- 
liver oil is absorbed by the human 
system which results in the oil it- 
self giving off ultra-violet rays. 
hese rays cnuse the bones. to 
absorb the mineral matter they, 
Droviously refused.

The tobe of General Laidoner, the Commissioner appointed by 
the Council of .the Leagce of Nations ta investigate the 
Mosul! deportations, . présented to . the League * Council, 
‘says that statements. of refugees show that Turkish 
soldiers, commanded by officers, occupied villages and obtain- 
ed arms, pillaged houses and subjected ‘the inhabitants to 
atrocious violence, even massacre. General Laidoner's ‘persenal 
observations confirmed the pitiable condition of the refugees, who, lost 
everything. The report emphasises the importance’ of the deportation 
of Christians in the region of the Brussel ling ‘and adds that the 
deportations are proceeding. 

After reading the repart, General Laidoner announced the receipt 
of a telegram from Mosul stating that all was. ‘quiet on the frontier. 

The presentation of the report coincided with the’ receipt of a 
letter to the Council fram the Turkish delegation announcing with- 
drawal in-consequence of the Council’s decision on the Mosul 
dispute—Reuter. ‘
